The Idling Rule (10 CSR 10-5.385, “Control of Heavy-Duty Diesel Vehicle Idling Emissions) does apply to diesel-powered school buses as a part of 
minimizing their emissions. This rule, however, doesn’t apply to gasoline-powered vehicles. 


Diesel-powered buses are limited to 5 minutes of idling, except when needed for maintaining safety such as for inclement weather to run defrosters, b 
could idle for up to 15 minutes per hour to maintain passenger comfort. As you can see, not much can be done with the Idling Rule to completely 
eliminate these emissions but at least there have been some recent improvements in new diesel engine emission standards, being realized as fleets 
turnover. And, it is not too unforeseen that school bus fleets could start transitioning to electric.

originated from the stores located at the north service road to I-70. 


Elliot Schneider indicated to me that the city obtained a permit from the Missouri Department of Natural Resources Solid Waste Program to blend the 
yard and biosoldis to make compost in 1996. They also have Operating Permit No MO-0030970 issued by the Department and are in compliance witl 
the permit condition. 


We walked through the facility and observed: 

1. The process where the biosolids (byproducts of wastewater treatment process) are dewatered to turn in to a material ready for composting ina 
building next to the compost facility while the press was in operation. 

2. The newly installed automated aeration system designed to reduce odor from turning compost in 8 separate bins/bays which allow air to be 
pumped in and out of the compost piles releasing less odor while breaking down the materials. The system was in operation at the time of the visit. 
3. The compost placed in horizontal mounds (they call them windrows) outside. There were several windrows at the time of the visit. 

These operations are inherently odor/smell producing processes. However, there was no odor or smell strong enough to be objectionable to me that 
would be in violation of 10 CSR 10-6.165 “Restriction of Emission of Odors". To be in violation with this regulation, the odor has to perceived at a 
location outside the boundary of the facility. 


Note from past (April 2018) compliant investigations. 

In response there several complaints originated from the stores in he strip mall, | went to some of the stores and talked to store managers. | pass the 
information | obtained from the store managers to Elliot Schneider. Later that week, Elliot Schneider and Kristen Kubat ( Five Below store manager) 
identified the receiving bays connecting the sewer lines to the holding tanks at the waste water treatment plant to be the location where the odor is 
coming from, although the connection is underground. 


The holding tanks (they are open) are located approximately 200 yards from the stores (Five Bellow, Burlington). As a result, the city started to use al
